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New State Budget 
Breaks a Record 


Gov. Marvin Griffin has proposed that 
Georgia be operated on a budget of $282,- 
959,000 during the next fiscal year. 

The budget is the largest in the state’s 
history. It may grow even larger, for if 
the bill establishing a statewide proba- 
tion system is passed, the General As- 
sembly will be asked to provide an 
additional $250,000. 

The figure is $11,704,000 greater than 
current state operating expenses. It is 
approximately $11,000,000 more than an- 
ticipated income for the coming year. 

In forecasting the state’s incofne, in- 
cluding the new taxes levied by the 
General Assembly last June, the gov- 
ernor may have erred on the conservative 
side. At least we hope so. If income falls 
short of suggested expenditures the gov- 
ernor promised to make up the deficit 
from surplus funds, currently estimated 
at $16,000,000. 

In his message Gov. Griffin stressed 
Georgia’s growth, a trend that should 
continue, barring a national disaster or 
events within the state that would fright- 
en potential citizens, industries and 
investors into going elsewhere. 


Growth means expanded services, 
therefore the expanded budget. Growth 
also means more new citizens and pay- 
rolls and increased state revenues as 
Georgia’s tax collections depend on the 
incomes and spending habits of its citi- 
zens. Anything hindering this growth 
must mean retrenchment in state services. 

Education, roads, welfare and health 
again receive the lion’s share of the budget 
—88 per cent. More than half the total 
budget—53 per cent—goes to education 
in all its forms. It is interesting to note 
here that while many millions of state 
funds are allocated by formula such as the 
Minimum Foundation, or by constitu- 
tional provision, the University System 
must go it alone. The governor suggested 
$16,100,000 for its needs, an increase of 
$1,069,000 abové last year’s income, but 
a figure several million dollars short of 
what it would take to give it its proper 
place in the sun. 

Gov. Griffin promised economy, care- 
ful management and solvency, and stated 
that conducting the state’s affairs is no 
different from running a crossroads store. 

There is one difference. Few country 
stores have stockholders, but every tax- 
payer has a vested interest in the con- 
duct of the state’s affairs. 

New taxes have given this adminis- 
tration a staggering amount of money to 
spend. The governor’s fiscal message was 
conservative and well received. Good 
business practices should see the state 
safely through another year with per- 
haps dividends to the taxpayers in the 
form of improved state services and as 
reparation for the new, king-sized tax 
bite.

Tech Grew Mightily 
Under Col. Van Leer 


Blake Ragsdale Van Leer, president 
of the Georgia Institute of Technology, 
whose sudden and uhexpected death Mon- 
day afternoon shocked the city and state, 
left behind in the physical and educa- 
tional development of the institution he 
headed a monument which will outlast 
any they may build for him of stone. 


Assuming the presidency of Georgia 
Tech in 1944, Col. Van Leer proceeded 
to enlarge the physical plant, the acreage 
of the campus and to advance the quality 
of engineering and technical instruction. 
Under him the school has had its great- 
est growth, and advanced deeper into the 
true concept of a technological school 
serving the state, region and nation. 

Col. Van Leer was born a Texan and 
had a distinguished career before coming 
to Tech. He had a thorough engineering 
background and was dean of engineering 
at the University of Florida prior to his 
selection as Tech’s president. He served 
in both World Wars and his decorations 
included France’s Croix de Guerre. 

The colonel was a forceful personality. 
His years at Tech were constructive and 
progressive and his influence on the life 
of Atlanta and Georgia will be long and 
gratefully remembered.

Atlanta Jaycees Back 
Traffic Court Proposals 


The Atlanta Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce has joined the Atlanta Bar Associ- 
ation and the Atlanta Lawyers Club in 
backing three measures which would 
make it possible for this and other cities 
to establish legal traffic courts. 

The proposed bills, prepared by a joint 
committee of the bar groups, would— 
these groups believe—end the muddled 
situation that exists today. 

Now under consideration by the Ful- 


ton and DeKalb delegations and munici- 
pal authorities, the recommendations 
include: 

1. A permissive constitutional amend- 
ment that would give the General As- 
sembly authority to create traffic courts 
and fix their jurisdiction if so desired 
by individual cities. 

2. An amendment to the Atlanta City 
Charter to permit improvements in the 
structure of the Municipal Court, includ- 
ing a method similar to the Missouri 
Plan for selection and terms of judges. 

3. An amendment to the Uniform 
Traffic Code that would allow cities to 
adopt its provision as ordinances, define 
traffic offenses and spell out penalties. 

The alert Jaycees, according to Presi- 
dent De Jongh Franklin, “believe that 
these bills will give Atlanta the type 
traffic*court that her citizens deserve and 
have wholeheartedly endorsed these pro- 
posals.” 

The recommendations and bills were 
prepared carefully after nationwide stud- 
ies into traffic court problems. They ap- 
pear to be the most logical approach to 
date in attempting to solve a major civic 
issue.

Roads Are Cluttered 
With Unsafe Vehicles 


After Georgia’s shocking toll of road 
deaths last year, highway safety is one 
of the important topics of the moment. 


The General Assembly has been asked 
to appropriate enough money to make 
expansion of the highway patrol possible. 
And the Legislative Economy Committee 
has suggested that patrolmen be re- 
lieved of other duties and assigned solely 
to the job of supervising drivers. 


In the mass of bills before the As- 
sembly there is another measure whose 
passage and correct enforcement might 
aid in the reduction of highway deaths. 

The bill provides for periodic inspec- 
tions of all vehicles in service, a prac- 
tice that has been effective elsewhere. 
Properly handled by law enforcement 
officers, this system could rid the state 
of the many obsolete death traps which 
not only menace those aboard, but are 
the downfall of many an innocent.driver 
at the wheel of mechanically perfect ma- 
chines. 

Most highway deaths are due to care- 
lessness and lack of respect for the rights 
of others. Driving a car unfit for service 
qualifies in either case. Anything that 
would remove these rattling wrecks from 
the roads will-be for the public good.

The Nautilus Exceeds 
All the Expectations 


Among the notable birthdays cele- 
brated recently is that of the Nautilus, 
pride of the U.S. Navy and the world’s 
first atomic submarine. 

In the past year the Nautilus has per- 
formed a series of feats that prior to 
World War II would have been incredi- 
ble. She logged more than 26,000 miles, 
more than the distance around the world 
at the equator, without refueling. She 
traveled submerged for more than 13,000 
miles and made a 1,300-mile voyage from 
San Juan to Groton, Conn. underwater 
at an average speed of 16 knots. 

The Nautilus has revolutionized un- 
dersea warfare, and with it the anti- 
submarine doctrine of surface ships and 
aircraft. So successful has she been that 
a sister-ship, the Sea Wolf has been 
launched and other atomic submarines 
and surface craft are. planned or 
a-building. 

Here’s wishing many happy returns to 
the Nautilus, a craft that within a year 
has made history, changed the concept 
of war at sea, and as far as we know, 
still is a trump card in our hand in the 
event of another war.

Minority Economy Report 


Deserves Earnest Attention 


Three senators of Georgia have submitted a minority report to 
the full committee report on economy in various departments of 


the state. 


It makes good sense to us and is at once an advisory of excellent 
suggestions and a firm criticism of current policies in this administra- 
tion and in earlier ones that used the same systems. 


For example, the three senators, 
Millican, Hollis and Lovett, ana- 
lyzed the operations of the State 
Purchasing Department, which 
they say is in a better position 
to effect economies than almost 
any other department of state 
government. 

They found that for a period of 
several years, including 1955, few 
items have been purchased on bids 
covering requirements for a defi- 
nite period of time. Not enough 
bidders have been submitting of- 
fers on the occasions when bids 
were asked. 

“The state,” their report says, 
‘has made a practice of buying 
items from brokers who in turn 
have purchased from manufactur- 
ers, instead of direct. A great deal 
of business has been given to 
friends at a cost greater to the 
taxpayers than if the business had 
been on competitive bidding.” 

The Purchasing Department has 
degenerated into a routine clerical 
function, they charged. It is buying 
many items at retail prices, paying 
high jobber prices on others and 
allows abuses of its confirmation 
procedure, Furthermore, the mi- 
nority report says that state pur- 
chasing laws are not being carried 
out, Nothing wrong with the laws, 
they say, if they were followed. 
So doing would save the state ‘‘at 
least a million and a half dollars 
a year.” 

In the Welfare Department, the 


minority committee augmented the 
full committee report with a strong 
recommendation that a lien law 


be passed getting the state some 
recompense from the estates of 
persons who have enjoyed welfare 
benefits. Thus the state could get 
its money back. 


On school bus transportation, the 
minority membens ‘‘definitely dis- 
agree’ with the full committee's 
recommendation that seniors in 
high school should not drive school 
buses. They pointed to North Caro- 
lina, which operates the largest 
school bus system in the nation 
with 7,250 buses hauling 500,000 
students. In North Carolina 88 per 
cent of the drivers are high-school 
seniors. North Carolina last year 
operated its system three million 
dollars cheaper than did Georgia. 


The minority report has-a strong 
ring of sound study and thinking 
in it and the items mentioned 
should have been in the full report. 


People who handle quantities of 
state money, one would think, 
would prefer to follow the rules 
religiously so that no one could 
ever point the finger of suspicion 
at them. Unfortunately, the sight 
of immediate green money seems 
to sway these folks more than 
tendencies toward morality and 
honor. 

The Legislature would do well 
to harken to the minority report.

Atlantans Are Lovely People Until They Slip Ike Meets the Press 
With Confident Air 


The Washington correspondents are certainly 
glad to have President Eisenhower back with them 
again—in person. Five months and two weeks is 


a long time to have him inaccessible. Truly, something goes out of 
government, it loses vitality and leadership and authority when the 


President is not available to speak 
No one else can speak for him. 


His is the only authoritative 
voice: speaking for the whole peo- 
ple. His is the national voice, the 
unifying voice and the presidential 
press conference has become one 
of .the instrumentalities of the 
presidency itself. It is a window 
on the White House. It gives the 
President an informal but direct 
channel of communication to the 
people and it gives the press an 
informal but direct opportunity to 
question the President in their 
behalf. 

These regular meetings are val- 
uable to the press, and they are 
valuable to the President because 
they provide him with a ready in- 
strument of leadership which can 
be used powerfully and construc- 
tively. 

Most of the reporters, I think, 
found Mr. Eisenhower at his first 
full-scale press conference since 
his heart attack the same as be- 
fore. He responded to 21 questions 
in 26 minutes, some of them at 
length. You can’t say that he an- 


‘ swered all of them, but he dealt 


with them. Most of the time he 
was relaxed, expressive, and out- 
giving. 

There were aspects of the press 
conference which produced con- 
flicting judgements among the 
correspondents as to how the Pres- 
ident is veering.

What happened is that the House approved a resolution adopted last 
session by the Senate authorizing a 3-million-dollar appropriation for 
a survey of the economic feasibility of the Passamaquoddy project. 
This, you may remember, is designed to generate electricity through 
harnessing the powerful tides of the Bay of Fundy. 


There are two very interesting 
things about this enterprise. 

For one thing, many will recall 
that during the Roosevelt New 
Deal, Passamaquoddy got to be 
almost a cUrse word, and certainly 
one of derision. The kindest name 
for it was “‘boondoggle.”’ 

For another thing, revival of this 
project, which now is supported by 
all New England members of Con- 
gress, May open the eyes of that 
section which hitherto has been 
skeptical about integrated, multi- 
purpose development of its rivers. 

In the last two years there has 
been much opposition from New 
England members of Congress to 
federal appropriations for multi- 
purpose development of river re- 
sources, particularly TVA in the 
South. As to TVA, New England- 
ers have complained that cheap 
TVA electricity is one of the fac- 
tors chiefly responsible for luring 
New England industry South, and 
they claim that TVA is a fed- 
erally ‘“‘subsidized”’ enterprise. 

Southern members of Congress 
are very conscious of this New 
England attitude. So, during de- 
bate on the Passamaquoddy sur- 
vey proposal, some Southerners 
made a particular point of giving 
their support to the New England 
hydroelectric project. 

Rep. Joe Evins (R-Tenn), one 


of TVA’s stanch champions, de 
clared to the House: 


“TI, coming from Tennessee and 
the Southern area, am not opposed 
to seeing all sections of our com- 
mon country grow and advance. 
There has always been too much 
sectionalism, it seems to me, when 
these matters about public power 
arise in the House.”’

Rep. John Sheffield of Brooks 
said that resolution was drafted 
at Gov. Griffin’s request. 

The House State of the Republic 
Committee gave swift and unani- 
mous voice vote approval to 
Griffin’s private school plan, 
SB1, and six other administration 
segregation bills, There was very 
little discussion of the bills. 

Rep. Groover, in urging pas- 
sage, said they resulted from the 
1954 constitutional amendment 
ratified by the people to ‘‘assist 
in preserving segregation in the 
publie schools.”’ 

Groover pointed out that the 
bills were drafted by the Georgia 
Education Commission, not ap- 
pointed by Griffin but by his pre- 
decessor, Herman Talmadge. 

Taking note of charges that the 

bills give the governor broad 
powers to close schools and make 
tuition grants, Groover said Grif- 
fin is ‘‘not after power.” 
But the floor leader said that 
since the governor is charged 
with enforcing the laws of Geor- 
gia, the education commission 
thought it best to give him the 
power to close schools if neces- 
sary to maintain segregation. 

The bills, Groover said, were 
‘‘prepared by some of the best 
legal minds in Georgia who are in 
favor of segregation.”

1893, in Mangum, Tex., which is 
now in Oklahoma. 

He was graduated from high 
school in Big Springs, Tex.., 
1911, and received his bachelor’s 


degree in electrical engineering’ 


from Purdue University in 1915. 
He served in World War I as 
a lieutenant and spent 13 months 
overseas. He was awarded the 
French Croix de Guerre. Before 
returning to the United States, he 
studied at the University of Caen 
in roe gs and the University of 
Muni in Germany. 
CALLED BACK 


He was relieved from active 
duty in 1919 and called back as a 
major in 1942. He was assigned 
to the Military Training Division 
in Washington and later was 
placed in charge of the Army 
Specialized Training Division. He 
became a colonel in 1943. 

He received a master of science 
degree from the University of 
California in 1920, and a master 
of engineering degree from Pur- 
due in 1922. 

Van Leer’s first experience as 
a teacher was at the University 
of California. He left there in 
1928 for a position with the South- 
ern Pacific Railway. 


FLORIDA DEAN 


From 1932 to 1937, he was dean 
of engineering at the University 
of Florida. He became dean of 
engineering at North Carolina 
State College in 1937, and served 
there until coming to Tech. 

Shortly after taking over at 
Tech he launched an ®xpansion 
program to meet the needs of 
steadily increasing enrollments. 
Some 84 acres were added to the 
campus, Grant Field, the football 
stadium was enlarged, and new 
dormitories and apartment houses 
were constructer. 

One of the more important 
changes was handled by Col. Van 
Leer with ease and skill. He had 
the name of the school changed 
from the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology to the Georgia Institute 
of Technology.

That one—the 1956 edition will be staged Feb. and: boys’ 
and girls’ state tournaments in other classifications pull about 
40,000 paying devotees through the turnstiles. But that is only an 
infinitesimal pert of the overall picture.

Exercise 
For Curves |

A New View 
Of Churches 


The church premises had that strangely populated air that 
city churches seem to have between services. The parking lot 
was filled with cars, and since the afternoon was gray and 
rainy, lights were on in offices and meeting rooms in the church 
itself and in the activities building next door. 


Somewhere in the building a piano was playing as members 
of the choir rehearsed, sending out odd scraps of song that 
before the regular service would somehow be blended into an 
impressive and eloquent whole. 


In the basement kitchen dishes rattled in preparation for 
@ young peoples’ supper meeting. Committees of one kind 
or another gathered in small meeting rooms here and there. 


The meeting I attended was on Visitation. Now Visitation 

is a perfectly harmless bit of churchese meaning going to see 

people, and I hope to get used to regarding it as such. Up to 

now it’s had an uneasy connotation for me. I keep thinking of 

the visitation of a plague of locusts or an avenging angel or 
some other retributive affliction. 


But the way Visitation is used by the churches today is 
something quite different—and the scale on which it operates is 
stupendous. 

I knew vaguely that members of the church had some or- 
ganized program of calling on people and inviting them to join 
the church. But I had no idea the scope and thoroughness of such 
a program. Literally hundreds of church members are out every 
day and nearly every night of the week calling on people—mem- 
bers who haven’t been to church in a long time, newcomers to 
town who have filled out visitor’s cards at some service, people 
who are known to be sick or in trouble, and then the great 
anonymous mass of people who live in the church’s general 
vicinity. 

I talked to a young man who has been devoting several days 
& month to church visitation for the last five years. 


‘“‘Wouldn’t miss it,’’ he said cheerfully. “It’s kind of an 
adventure to go up and knock on a stranger’s door—and I’ve 
never knocked on a door that didn’t turn out to have some- 
body interesting behind it. Usually they’re nice hospitable 
people. Sometimes they are lonely people or sick people. Then 
I get their names to the minister.” 

“Sometimes they come, sometimes they don’t,” he said. 
“But they’re always mighty nice about it. Only once in five 
years have I run into trouble. That was a drunk. Boy, he was 
drunk! There I was and there he was and I didn’t know what 
else to do so I started praying. That made him mad. He balled 
up his fists and came at me muttering, ‘No, you don’t. No, 
you don’t!’ 


“I just prayed harder and gradually his fists unclenched 
and he relaxed. Then we talked a while and he got so interested 
I had trouble getting away from him. He didn’t come to church 
—or hasn’t yet. But maybe he will.” 

The humility of these visitors is touching. They believe they 
know a Better Way and they are committed to offering it to, 
but not forcing it upon, everybody. They scrupulously avoid in- 
vading what they believe to be another church’s territory, and 
it was surprising to me to find the amiable swapping that goes 
on among the denominations. A Baptist or a Methodist visitor 
finding a Presbyterian prospect will cheerfully refer his name to 
the nearest Presbyterian church—and vice versa. 

Sometimes it’s good to go to church between services. It 
gives you a new view of church people.
